Some vehicles may experience the MIL ON with DTC P0780 (Gear shifting malfunction) and/or P1738 (Auto­
matic transaxle internal malfunction) with/without U0401, or other DTCs stored in memory.

To correct the problem, a new programmed valve body has been established. 

Customers having this concern should have their vehicle repaired using the following repair procedure. 

REPAIR PROCEDURE 
1. Verify customer concern. 

2. Replace the valve body assembly with a new one. Refer to MS3 online instructions or Workshop Manual 
section 05-17 CONTROL VALVE BODY REMOVAL/INSTALLATION [FW6A-EL]. 

NOTE: Replace the transmission oil pan bolts and hose clamp at the connector boot with new ones. 

3. Perform the Initial Learning Procedure. Refer to MS3 online instructions or Workshop Manual section 05-17 
INITIAL LEARNING [FW6A-EL]. 

4. Verify repair.
